OF  THE 

UNITED  KINGDOM  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 


According  to  information  received  by  the  State  Department  from 
the  Brivlsh  Ambassador  in  Washington,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  in  Great  Britain  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland  have  made  new  General  Licenses  (I. P.  Gen.  2/l9^9) 
which  supersede  General  Licenses  (I. P.  Gen.  l/l9^7) . 


The  material  differences  between  the  new  license  and  I. P.  Gen. 
l/l9^7  a^e  as  follows: 

(a)  Aucuba  crotonifolia,  Euonymus  europaeus,   and  Hydrangea 
have  been  added" to~the"  list  of "plant s~at  l.A.(i) 

(b)  Cutting3  and  grafts  have  been  added  to  the  items 
specified  at  1.  B. 

(c)  Witloof  chicory  has  1?een  added  to  the  list  of 
vegetables  at  1.  C. 


The  above  changes  should  be  noted  on  pages  10-12  of  B.E.P.Q.  kl6.
